City Upholds 
Williams Use 
Permit Appeal 

PLACENTI A-David A. 
Williams was allowed to keep two 
trucks on his property at 162 E. 
Orangethorpe without dedication 
and improvement of the street by 
the Placentia City Council at it’s 
meeting last Tuesday. 

Williams had appealed several 
conditions on a use permit granted 
to him by the Planning 
Commission last month. The 
conditions had required that he 
dedicate the street and post a bond 
for improvement plus pay a sewer 
acreage fee. 

Williams argued that since he 
had used the property to park his 
two trucks for five years, having 
started the use when alledgedly 
told that the use was permitted 
without conditions, it was unfair 
to require him to adhere to these 
conditions now. 


The zone change had been 
recommended for approval by the 
Planning Commission at its last 
meeting following a public 
hearing during which residents of 
the tract to the south vehemently 
opposed the proposal. 

Also on the agenda will be an 
appeal of Planning Commission 
denial of a variance requested by 
Smith for the same development 
to allow more units than the 
ordinance allows in a 
condominium development. 

Smith is requesting that he be 
allowed to build 13.4 units to the 
acre instead of the limit of 10 that 
the ordinance sets. 

Another item on the agenda is a 
zone change requested by the 
McMichael Co. for property on the 
southeast corner of La Jolla and

area. 

The council will also consider 
two amendments to the zoning 
ordinance abolishing the old 
Board of Adjustments and 
creating a new Board of Zoning 
Administration with expanded 
powers. The new board will come 
directly under Planning 
Commission control with all of its 
powers delegated to it by that 
body. The change is an attempt to 
give the Commission more time to 
devote to planning studies. 


would provide police, fire, public 
works, recreation and parks 
services and building permits and 
services under an arrangement 
whereby the county would 
contract with the city and then 
assess the area residents for the 
cost of the contract. 

According to Lamb’s 
calculations this would cost the 
area residents between $33.39 to 
$143.44 per dwelling unit per year 
more for these services than the 
people would pay if they joined the 
city. 

Lamb also told the council that 
these people would receive other 
benefits in addition to the 
financial savings by joining the 
city, including uniformity of 
street numbers, local 
representation and the 
availability of staff members. He 
commented that the city can 
provide far more personal service 
than the county can. 

He said that no matter what 
happens the area will be a part of 
Placentia or will remain in the 
county. The Local Agency 
Formation Commission voted last 
year that Yorba Linda would not 
be allowed to attempt an 
annexation in the area. He said 
that it was legally possible for 
Placentia to completely surround 
the area. 

Residents of the area to the 
north of Yorba Linda Boulevard 
have twice turned down efforts to 
annex them to Placentia, first by 
a tie vote and later by a more 
substantial majority.

On A Pit Full Of Straw 


A woman recently wrote, “What is dizziness? Every time 
I tell my husband I’m dizzy he wants me to describe it. I 
can’t, can you?”
